Washington, July 33.—A significant 
statement was made to the Associated 
Presa yesterday by a gentleman in a 
position to speak with knowledge and 
authority as to the plans of the admin­ 
istration with reference to future war 
operations. In substance the statement 
was in part ae follows: 
“Commodore Watson in proceeding 
to the’Spanish peninsula as soon ae the 
Porto Rican expedition is gotten under 
way is not to bombard the cities on the 
Spanish coast. No such idea of bom 
bardmeHt of the ooast is entertained. 
While there may be other incidental 
purposes, the main mission of Watson 
is to take care of Admiral Camara’s 
fleet. The talk occasionally indulged 
in as to Die Canary islands is utterly 
without foundation. This government 
has no plan to take those islands and 
does not want them. 
‘ ‘ Despite popular expectation that 
Porto Woo operations will be followed 
immediately by action against Havana, 
it can be said that Havana will not be 
attacked While yellow fever conditions 
exist.

“It would be the height of national 
folly to engage our troops in and about 
that fever pesthole, Consequently it 
will be left until the climate lends its 
aid in the autumn. Shatter will hold 
his own in the eastern strip now sur­ 
rendered, may gradually push his way 
over 'some other districts and if there 
should be any particular need of im­ 
mediate aggressive action at any point 
will move against it. 
“Meantime in the next two months 
there will be enough to keep this gov­ 
ernment busy. We will have to oope 
with the most serious problem yet, of 
providing for the government and the 
future of the lands involved in this war. 
“Porto Rico, whose fall is likely to 
be recorded within a week or ten days, 
will have to have a military govern­ 
ment. Porto Rico, of course, is to be 
kept permanently by this government, 
but there must be a military govern­ 
ment first and many preliminary de­ 
tails will have to be worked oat. law s 
will have to be very thoroughly gone 
over and the tariff system revised in 
some way, but in general and as far as 
possible the system of government 
which now exists is to be followed.

A large crowd had 
gathered about the doorway and the 
hearty welcome it gave the young 
officer brought blushes to#his cheeks.

FLAGRAISING AT SANTIAGO. 


Some Cubans Evidently Misunderstand 


Our Purpose. 


CUBI IS TO BE FREI TO ALL.

W a sh in o o n, July 23.—The war de­ 
partment has not yet been informed 
that General Shafter’s Cuban allies 
have quit the American lines for the 
reasons sent out in a printed letter by 
General 
Gaioia, but it 
is scarcely 
doubted that such is the ease, for tha 
friction has been growing more pro­ 
nounced every day since the fall of 
Santiago, and it is feared that a sever­ 
ance of relations can no longer be 
avoided. That the.Cuban junta is still 
hopeful of avoiding such a measure is 
evidenced by the confidence shown by 
Senor Queseda, one of the Cuban lega­ 
tion here, in an amicable settlement. 
The letter written by General Garcia 
was read and discussed at some length 
by the cabinet, and the opinion was ex­ 
pressed that it evidently was based 
upon a wrong conception of the pur­ 
poses and motives of our people. These, 
it was said, should long ago have been 
fully explained to him and to all of the 
Cuban leaders, 
lf it was true, as had 
been reported a member of the oabinet 
said, that Garcia was not invited to par­ 
ticipate in the ceremonies attending the 
raising of the American flag at Santiago 
it was a mistake. 
Everything reasonable, he said, should 
be done to win and keep the friendship 
of the insurgent Cubans, aud they 
should be made to know that the only 
pur|N>se of the United States in waging 
war against Spain was to secure for all 
the people of Cuba relief from the op­ 
pression of Spanish rule, and a stable 
and satisfactory government established 
by the people themselves. Of course, 
it was added, it is not the intention of 
this government to drive the Spaniards 
out and then ftfrtffblty torn the island 
over to the insurgents or to any other 
particular class or faction. This gov­ 
ernment had never intimated soon a 
purpose, but on the contrary it was 
well understood that a stable govern­ 
ment for and by all of tne people of 
Caba had been the only purpose and 
end sought to be attained. 
The details incident to the establish­ 
ment of such a government, it was 
said, have never been discussed by the 
cabinet at any great length, but there 
could be no difference of opinion as to 
the general plan. All of the people of 
the island, it was declared, most be 
given an opportunity to express their 
views as to the character of the consti­ 
tution under which they were to live 
and also as to the men who should make 
and execute laws. The insurgent Cu­ 
bans certainly coaid not consistently 
ask for more than this. 
S a n tia g o 
de C u b a , July 21—(De­ 
layed in transmission.)—A large exo­ 
dus of Cubans is expected daring the 
next few days, as they are returning to 
the cultivation of the country, that 
work being the chief source of the 
wealth of the island. 
The greater part of Garcia’s army 
leaves here at daybreak tomorrow. 
Notwithstanding 
General Garcia’s 
bitter complaint that he had been 
ignored and that the restoration of the 
Spanish civil authority in the city of 
Santiago was most offensive to him 
and that in consequence of all this he 
had been forced to tender his resigna­ 
tion as a general in the Cuban army,.he 
is going on with his preparations for a 
contest with the Spanish forces of Hol­ 
guin and Manzanillo quite as though 
nothing had happened. 
Tomorrow General Garcia will issue 
a decree authorizing all Cubans who 
have been driven from their plantations 
and country homes by the Spaniards 
and who have taken refuge for safety 
in the cities and towns to return to the 
country and go to work on their farms 
and plantations, assuring them of pro­ 
tection by his forces. He had added 
like permission to those in his ranks 
who were recruited from the farm 
lands or were employed in the fields at 
the outbreak of the war. 
Altogether it must be confessed that 
General Garcia’s attitude is inexplica­ 
ble. His permission to the man in his 
ranks to go back to work on the farms 
is construed to mean an effort to dis­ 
band his forces. But this may not be 
altogether justified. 
It is oertain a 
great many of them will continue to 
fight.

CHEERS FOR OLD GLORY 


Triumphal Entry of General 
Shafter Into Santiago. 


GEN. TORAHS FORMAL SURRENDER. 


Itaflk of Both Commanders SwoC Uncov­ 
ered W hile Escorting Troops Presented 
Arms—Rival Armies Looked on From the 
B ill—Mementos of General Tara del 
Rey, K illed In Battle, Presented to His 
Vanquished* Superior—Spanish 
Troops 
Saluted Tora! as They Passed Out—One 
Unpleasant Incident. 


W riting under the date of July 17 
from Santiago, the New York Herald’s 
correspondent describes the capitulation 
of Santiago as follows: 
The American flag at exactly noon to­ 
day was hoisted over Santiago, and 
Spanish authority in the eastern end of 
the island of Cuba ceased. Floating 
the stars and stripes over this ancient 
Spanish port was the culminating act 
in the ceremonies attendant upon the 
capitulation of the city. These ceremo­ 
nies occupied the greater part of the aft­ 
ernoon. 
The day which was to crown 
with 
trium ph 
the American 
arms 
dawned perfectly. 
Our soldiers rose 
with the sun and set about preparing 
their breakfast of hard tack, bacon and 
black coffee with more than nsnal alac­ 
rity. 
Every soldier was in fine spirits. 
Even the ailing managed to shake off 
their feverish lethargy and to assume a 
cheerful air. 
About General Shatter’s headquarters 
there was much activity from an early 
hour. A hundred yards away, at Gen­ 
eral Wheeler’s headquarters, orderlies 
were busy saddling horses preparing for 
the ceremonies. 
Bridles were being 
oiled, saddles made ready, and trappings 
were being made as sm art as possible. 
General 
Shafter 
appeared presently 
dressed neatly in a dark blue fatigue 
uniform with a white helmet. General 
Wheeler wore a bine drill coat with 
yellow facings. 
By 8 o’clock Generals 
Lawton, Kent, Chaffee, Young, Sum­ 
ner, Hawkins, Bates, Wood, Ludlow, 
Breckinridge and Garcia, attended by 
their staffs, arrived, all showing ex­ 
traordinary care in their dress. 
General Shafter and General Wheel­ 
er shortly before 9 o'clock mounted and 
rode toward the gap through which the 
road passes our lines. 
The other gener­ 
als followed, and after them came the 
members of their staffs. 
Two mounted 
troops of the Second cavalry, command­ 
ed by Captain Brett, attended as an es­ 
cort. 
When this cavalcade emerged 
from the gap, where a good view of 
Santiago and the valley separating the 
American aud Spanish lines could be 
obtained, a body of Spaniards was seen 
emerging from the city. This proved to 
be General Toral and his staff, escorted 
by IOO infantrymen. 
As the two commanders moved to­ 
ward each other, their horses advancing 
a t n -slow walk, the adjacent hills were 
thronged w ith officers and soldiers of 
the conquered and conquering armies. 
During the night the Spaniards had va­ 
cated their trenches, but groups were 
scattered all along the plateau which 
fronts our lines on that side. By Gener­ 
al Shafter’8 order a line of sentries had 
been stationed at the outer lim its of our 
lines, w ith instructions to permit none 
of onr soldiers to pass beyond. 
General Shafter and General Toral 
met about half way between the lines. 
The Spanish general and his staff, im­ 
maculately clad, approached General 
Shafter’! party slowly. As the two com­ 
manders neared each other they rode 
slightly in advance of their attending 
officers, and when w ithin easy speaking 
distance drew rein simultaneously and 
raised their hats. 
Immediately every 
officer on both sides uncovered his head 
and remained so until Shafter ana Toral 
had replaced their hats. 
At the same 
moment General Shafter’s cavalry es­ 
cort deployed and presented sabers, to 
which the Spanish infantry responded 
by presenting arms. 
After exchanging salutations General 
Shafter took from Lieutenant Miley the 
sword and spurs of General Vera del 
Rey, who died bravely defending El 
Caney on July I and presented them to 
General Toral w ith his compliments. 
General Toral appeared to be much 
affected as he received these souvenirs 
of his dead comrade in arms. He warm­ 
ly thanked General Shafter and handed 
the sword and spurs to Colonel Fon­ 
tana, his chief of staff. 
General Shafter then announced that 
he was ready to reoeive the surrender 
of the city under the terms of capitula­ 
tion already agreed upon and signed. 
General Toral, speaking in Spanish, 
then said, “ I deliver up the city and 
province of Santiago de Cuba into the 
authority of the United States.” Gen­ 
eral Toral then made a motion as if to 
offer his sword, but this instantly was 
checked by General Shafter. General 
Toral and the members of his staff were 
then introduced to the principal Ameri­ 
can officers. 
W hile this function was 
under way the Ninth regular infantry 
in full marching order advanced from 
•ut lines. 
The American infantry took a posi­ 
tion at the rear, having been selected as 
the regiment to occupy the city. They 
carried dog tents, haversacks and cook­ 
ing utensils. At the same tim e the 
Thirteenth infantry descended into the 


valley to receive the Spam sn garrison, 
which began to emerge from the city 
and which slowly marched along the 
broad road until within 300 yards of 
our lines. 
As the Spanish soldiers filed past 
General Toral they sainted him, and he 
gravely bowed acknowledgment with 
sorrowful face. To the front the officers 
went and stacked their arms and then 
moved along into positions where the 
men could recline on the grass. The 
members of the garrison carried camp 
equipage and w ill not re-enter the city 
until ready to embark. 
This formality being over, General 
Toral sainted General Shafter and turn­ 
ed toward the city. 
General Shafter 
wheeled his horse, and the two com­ 
manders, conqueror and conquered, en­ 
tered Santiago side by side. Tho caval­ 
cade passed slowly through the streets 
until the plaza was reached. In front of 
the governor’s palace the two generals 
and the members of their staffs dis­ 
mounted. 
The grand reception hall in 
the governor’s palace had been prepared 
for the occasion. 
Iu a beautiful room, 
with high frescoed ceilings, General 
Toral formally turned over the city to 
General Shafter. Governor Ross and all 
of the officials of the province and the 
municipality were formally presented 
to General Shafter and his officers in 
the order of their rank. 
When the venerable archbishop of 
Santiago entered, there was a dramatic 
pause. The aged prelate, regally attired 
in his official robes of velvet, came 
through an arched entrance, followed 
by four priests robed in white. 
When 
he was presented to General Shafter, he 
bowed courteously and expressed grati­ 
fication that further bloodshed had been 
averted. 
The archbishop added that he 
•hoped for peace between the two nations 
on terms as honorable to Spain as was 
this capitulation. 
It now was noon, the hour let for 
raising the American flag over the gov­ 
ernor’s house. Up to this hour the time 
had passed pleasantly, the American 
and Spanish officers at the palace inter­ 
mingling without restraint. Everybody 
had been chatting pleasantly. 
General 
Toral moved about, introducing differ­ 
ent persons present and being apparent­ 
ly in the best of spirits. 
Captain McKittrick, Lieutenant Mi­ 
ley and Lieutenant Wheeler had been 
selected to perform the ceremony of un­ 
furling the flag, and at five minutes be­ 
fore noon they ascended to the cupola of 
the palace. 
As the cathedral bells rang 
out the hour of noon the stars and 
stripes shot to the top of the flag pole 
where for centuries had waved the ban­ 
ner of Spain. 
General Shafter, General Wheeler 
and every American present uncovered, 
while the soldiers presented arms and 
the hand played ‘‘The Star Spangled 
Banner.” With rare courtesy General 
Toral and his staff also uncovered and 
remained in that attitude until the 
strains of the music ceased. After the 
flag was raised the American generals 
bade farewell to General Toral and his 
staff and left the plaza escorted by the 
cavalry. 
The 
N inth 
infantry 
re­ 
mained, and will garrison the city until 
relieved. 
Just before noon a call to arms was 
sounded in every regimental camp, and 
the regiments formed as if on dress pa­ 
rade along the crest of the elevated 
ridge facing the city. President McKin­ 
ley’s dispatch conveying the congratu­ 
lations of the people of the United States 
was read to them, and Captain Capron’s 
battery fired a Balate of 21 guns as a 
signal that the American flag waved 
over Santiago, 
Every regular band 
along the eight m iles of trenches struck 
up MThe Star Spangled Banner” amid 
a thunder of cheers. 
When the artillery salute concluded, 
the regiments marched back to their 
camps, the bands playing “ Dixie,” 
“ Three Cheers For the Red, W hite and 
Blue,” “ Marching Through Georgia” 
and the national air. It was an inspir­ 
ing moment. Another battle eagle had 
perched upon the old flag. A gray haired 
line officer turned aside to brush away 
a tear, aud a sudden indescribable feel­ 
ing of exultation made the soldiers tread 
on air as they marched. 
All the hard­ 
ships of the campaign were repaid in 
the thrill of that moment. 
On the way through the suburbs the 
cavalcade dashed past a thousand refu­ 
gees returning from Caney. 
Notwith­ 
standing their accumulated miseries of 
the last fortnight they still had spirits 
enough to cheer General Shafter and 
his officers. Shortly after I o’clock Gen­ 
eral Shafter reached his headquarters, 
somewhat fatigued by the exertion of 
the day, but exceedingly well satisfied. 
In fact the capitulation was conducted 
gracefully by both sides. The only in­ 
cident which marred the day was occa­ 
sioned by the conduct of Sylvester Sco- 
vel, a correspondent 
When the time came to raise the flag, 
Scovel attempted to make his way to 
the roof of the palace, with the inten­ 
tion of participating in some way in the 
ceremony. He was ordered down by the 
guard. Immediately after the ceremony 
Scovel pushed his way to General Shaf­ 
ter and slapped the general’s face. 
He 
was promptly arrested and confined.- 
For the present the municipal and 
provincial affairs of Santiago w ill be 
administered by the regular authorities, 
under the protection of the American 
troops. 
No material change w ill be 
made until the Spanish troops have em­ 
barked. During the afternoon the arms 
and artillery of the garrison were ex­ 
amined by American officers appointed 


for the purpose ana then placed in tnt 
arsenal in Santiago, to be later trans­ 
ported to Spain. 
After these formalities were finished 
the soldiers of both armies met at our 
trenches and exchanged courtesies with 
great good nature. 
Our men were not 
permitted to cross the trenches, but the 
Spaniards apparently suffered no re­ 
straint and came by hundreds. 
Every 
Spanish soldier had one or two bottles 
of wine or liquor in his haversack, 
which he offered freely to his late en­ 
emy. It was a pleasant sight to witness, 
that of men who so recently had fought 
each other desperately now shaking 
hands with every indication of cordial­ 
ity. 
Jn return for the wine our men 
gave the Spaniards hard tack, which 
was greatly appreciated. The Spaniards 
seemed to care nothing for the loss of 
Cuba and 
are anxious to return to 
Spain', which many of them have not 
seen in years. 
The Spanish troops seem to be fairly 
well clad and have no appearance of 
starvation. 
Late this afternoon-90, OOO 
pounds of rations were distributed by 
our commissary wagons among the 
Spanish soldiers, which increased the 
amicable feeling. 


MAUSER BULLETS' EFFECT. 


A Wounded Lieutenant of the Regulars 
Describes His Sensations. 
Lieutenant 
Frank McCoy of 
the 
Tenth United States (colored) cavalry, 
one of the wounded recently brought 
from Baiquiri to Fort Monroe, passed 
through Altoona recently on his way 
home to Chicago. To a New York Sun 
reporter who talked with him ho spoke 
of the Mauser bullet, a wouud from 
which he carried in his right leg. 
‘‘You have heard a great deal no 
doubt recently,” he said, ‘‘about the 
Mauser bullet, its destructiveness at 
close range, its small caliber and long 
trajectory. There are some things about 
it, however, that I have discovered from 
personal experience. 
One of the first 
things I noticed about it was its pecu­ 
liar note as it flew through the air. One 
could hear them sing over the picket 
fires with a high, clear note that was 
totally different from the ping of a 
leaden ball of larger caliber. 
“ The effect of a Mauser ball in sta k ­ 
ing a man is peculiar. 
During the ad­ 
vance of the Tenth on El Caney I had 
frequent opportunities to observe the 
effectiveness of the ball at long range. 
Several of the troopers in my company 
were struck at a range of 2,000 yards 
and hurled to the ground as if felled by 
a club. I was nipped in the leg at a 
range of about 1,000 yards, but I knew 
nothing of it until I found myself on 
the ground, sprawling in the mud. 
A 
slight burning sensation in the calf led 
me to investigate and there I found a 
small hole not larger than a pea. 
The 
bullet had passed out the other side of 
the leg without tearing the flesh. There 
was little hemorrhage and scarcely any 
pain from the wound. 
“ I saw one trooper who was shot 
through the thigh sit upright on the 
ground and examine the injury w ith as 
much nonchalance as if it had been a 
pin 
prick. 
Another had been shot 
through the shoulder blade and I be­ 
lieve the bone was not shattered. The 
wounds .heal quickly where there is 
good antiseptic treatm ent 
It has been 
scarcely three weeks since I received 
mine, and it is almost entirely healed. ”

officer on both sides uncovered his head 
and remained so until Shafter ana Toral 
had replaced their hats. 
At the same 
moment General Shafter’s cavalry es­ 
cort deployed and presented sabers, to 
which the Spanish infantry responded 
by presenting arms. 
After exchanging salutations General 
Shafter took from Lieutenant Miley the 
sword and spurs of General Vera del 
Hey, who died bravely defending El 
Caney on July I and presented them to 
General Tora! with his compliments. 
General Toral appeared to be much 
affected as he received these souvenirs 
of his dead comrade in arms. He warm­ 
ly thanked General Shafter and handed 
the sword aud spurs to Colonel Fon­ 
tana, his chief of staff. 
General Shafter then announced that 
he was ready to receive the surrender 
of the city under the terms of capitula­ 
tion already agreed upon and signed. 
General Toral, speaking in Spanish, 
then said, “ I deliver up the city and 
province of Santiago de Cuba into the 
authority of the United States.” Gen­ 
eral Toral then made a motion as if to 
offer his sword, but this instantly was 
checked by General Shafter. 
General 
Toral and the members of his staff were 
then introduced to the principal Ameri­ 
can officers. 
While this function was 
under way the Ninth regular infantry 
in full marching order advanced from 
•ur lines. 
The American infantry took a posi­ 
tion at the rear, having been selected as 
the regiment to occupy the city. They 
carried dog tents, haversacks and cook­ 
ing utensils. 
At the same time the 
Thirteenth infantry descended into the 


valley to room ve the Span inn garrison, 
which began to emerge from the city 
and which slowly marched along the 
broad road until within 300 yards of 
our lines. 
As tho Spanish soldiers filed past 
General Toral they sainted him, and he 
gravely bowed acknowledgment with 
sorrowfnl face. To the front the officers 
went and stacked their arms and then 
moved along into positions where the 
men could recline on the grass. The 
members of the garrison carried camp 
equipage and will not re-enter the city 
until ready to embark. 
This formality being over, General 
Toral saluted General Shafter and turn­ 
ed toward the city. 
General Shafter 
wheeled his horse, aud the two com­ 
manders. conqueror and conquered, en­ 
tered Santiago side by side. Tho caval­ 
cade passed slowly through the streets 
until the plaza was reached. In front of 
the governor's palace the two generals 
and the members of their staffs dis 
mounted. 
The grand reception hall in 
the governor’s palace had been prepared 
for the occasion. 
Iu a beautiful room 
with high frescoed ceilings, General, 
Toral formally turned over the city to 
General Shafter. Governor Ross and a1 
of the officials of the province and the 
municipality were formally presented 
to General Shafter and his officers in 
the order of their rank. 
When the venerable archbishop of 
Santiago entered, there was a dramatic 
pause. The aged prelate, regally attirer 
in his official robes of velvet, came 
through an arched entrance, follower 
by four priests robed in white. 
When 
he was presented to General Shafter, he 
bowed courteously and expressed grati 
fication that farther bloodshed had been 
averted. 
The .archbishop added that he 
•hoped for peace between the two nations 
on terms as honorable to Spain as was 
this capitulation. 
It now was noon, the hour let for 
raising the American flag over the gov­ 
ernor’s house. Up to this hour the time 
had passed pleasantly, the American 
and Spanish officers at the palace inter­ 
mingling without restraint. Everybody 
had been chatting pleasantly. 
Genera 
Toral moved about, introducing differ­ 
ent persons present and being apparent 
ly in the best of spirits. 
Captain McKittrick, Lieutenant Mi 
ley and Lieutenant Wheeler had been 
selected to perform the ceremony of un­ 
furling the flag, and at five minutes be 
fore noon they ascended to the cupola of 
the palace. 
As the cathedral bolls rang 
out the hour of noon the stars and 
stripes shot to the top of the flag pole 
where for centuries had waved the ban­ 
ner of Spain. 
General Shafter, General Wheeler 
and every American present uncovered, 
while the soldiers presented arms and 
the band played “ The Starspangled 
Banner.” With rare courtesy General 
Toral and his staff also uncovered and 
remained in that attitude until the 
strains of the music ceased. After the 
flag was raised the American generals 
bade farewell to General Toral and his 
staff and left the plaza escorted by the 
cavalry. 
The 
Ninth 
infantry 
re­ 
mained, and will garrison the city until 
relieved. 
Just before noon a call to arms was 
sounded in every regimental camp, and 
the regiments formed as if on dress pa­ 
rade along the crest of the elevated 
ridge facing the city. President McKin­ 
ley’s dispatch conveying the congratu­ 
lations of the people of the United States 
was read to them, and Captain Capron’s 
battery fired a salute of 21 guns as a 
signal that the American flag waved 
over Santiago. 
Every regular band 
along the eight miles of trenches struck 
up “ The Star Spangled Banner” amid 
a thunder of cheers. 
When the artillery salute concluded, 
the regiments marched back to their 
camps, the bands playing “ Dixie,” 
“ Three Cheers For the Red, White and 
Blue,” “ Marching Through Georgia” 
and the national air. It was an inspir­ 
ing moment. Another battle eagle had 
perched upon the old flag. A gray haired 
line officer turned aside to brush away 
a tear, and a sudden indescribable feel­ 
ing of exultation made the soldiers tread 
on air as they marched. 
All the hard­ 
ships of the campaign were repaid in 
the thrill of that moment 
On the way through the suburbs the 
cavalcade dashed past a thousand refu­ 
gees returning from Caney. 
Notwith­ 
standing their accumulated miseries of 
the last fortnight they still had spirits 
enough to cheer General Shafter and 
his officers. Shortly after I o’clock Gen­ 
eral Shafter reached his headquarters, 
somewhat fatigued by the exertion of 
the day, but exceedingly well satisfied. 
In fact the capitulation was conducted 
gracefully by both sides. 
The only in­ 
cident which marred the day was occa­ 
sioned by the conduct of Sylvester Sco- 
vel, a correspondent. 
When the time came to raise the flag, 
Scovel attempted to make his way to 
the roof of the palace, with the inten­ 
tion of participating in some way in the 
ceremony. He was ordered down by the 
guard. Immediately after the ceremony 
Scovel pushed his way to General Shaf­ 
ter and slapped the general’s face. 
He 
was promptly arrested and confined. • 
For the present the municipal and 
provincial affairs of Santiago will be 
administered by the regular authorities, 
under the protection of the American 
troops. 
No material change will be 
made until the Spanish troops have em­ 
barked. During the afternoon the arms 
and artillery of the garrison were ex­ 
amined by American officers appointed 


for the purpf>se and then plaeea in me 
arsenal to Santiago, to be later trans­ 
ported to Spam. 
. 
After these f o r m a l i t i e s were finished 
the soldiers of both armies met at our 
trenches and exchanged courtesies with 
great good nature. 
Our men were not 
permitted to cross the trenches, but the 
Spaniards apparently suffered no re­ 
straint and came by hundreds. 
Every 
Spanish soldier had one or two bottles 
of wine or liquor in his haversack, 
which he offered freely to his late en­ 
emy. It was a pleasant sight to witness, 
that of men who so recently had fought 
each other desperately now shaking 
hands with every indication of cordial- 
ity. 
* 
Jn return for the wine our men 
gave the Spaniards hard tack, which 
was g r e a t ly appreciated. The Spaniards 
seemed to care nothing for the loss of 
Cuba and 
are anxious to return to 
Spain', which many of them have not 
seen in years. 
The Spanish troops seem to be fairly 
well clad and have no appearance of 
starvation. 
Late this afternoon-90, OOO 
pounds of rations were distributed by 
our commissary wagons among the 
Spanish soldiers, which increased the 
amicable feeling. 


MAUSER BULLETS’ EFFECT. 


A W o u n d e d L ie u te n a n t o f th e R e g u la r* 
D e*cribe* Hi* S en satio n s. 
Lientenant 
Frank McCoy of 
the 
Tenth United States (colored) cavalry, 
one of the wounded recently brought 
from Daiquiri to Fort Monroe, passed 
through Altoona recently on his way 
home to Chicago. 
To a New York Sun 
reporter who talked with him ho spoke 
of the Mauser bullet, a wouud from 
which he carried in his right leg. 
“ You have heard a great deal no 
doubt recently,’’ he said, “ about the 
Mauser bullet, its destructiveness at 
close range, its small caliber and long 
trajectory. There are some things about 
it. however, that I have discovered from 
personal experience. 
One of the first 
things I noticed about it was its pecu­ 
liar note as it flew through the air. One 
could hear them sing over the picket 
fires with a high, clear note that was 
totally different from the ping of a 
leaden ball of larger caliber. 
“ The effect of a Mauser ball in strik­ 
ing a man is peculiar. 
During the ad­ 
vance of the Tenth on El Caney I had 
frequent opportunities to observe the 
effectiveness of the ball at long range. 
Several of the troopers in my company 
were struck at a range of 2,000 yards 
and hurled to the ground as if felled by 
a club. I was nipped in the leg at a 
range of about 1,000 yards, but I knew 
nothing of it until I found myself on 
the ground, sprawling in the mud. 
A 
slight burning sensation in the calf led 
me to investigate and there I found a 
small hole not larger than a pea. 
The 
bullet had passed out the other side of 
the leg without tearing the flesh. There 
was little hemorrhage and scarcely any 
pain from the wound. 
“ I saw one trooper who was shot 
through the thigh sit upright on the 
ground and examine the injury with as 
much nonchalance as if it had been a 
pin 
prick. 
Another had been shot 
through the shoulder blade and I be­ 
lieve the bone was not shattered. 
The 
wounds * heal quickly where there is 
good antiseptic treatment.

scarcely three weeks since I received 
mine, and it is almost entirely healed. ”

The Eighth Did Not Go to 
Porto Rico.

BATTLE OF SANTIAGO. 
CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


It hag at last been settled that the 
Eighth Ohio is not with General Miles 
!n board the Yale bound for Porte Rico, 
bat instead is in the hills near Santiago. 
When the Second brigade under com- 
mandof General Garretson embarked 
for Santiago, the Eighth went to N ew 
york and boarded the St. Paul while 
the Sixth Illinois and the Sixth Massa- 
chnsetts found quarters on board the 
yale at Newport News. 
The troops on 
the St 
Paul were landed at Santiago, 


a n d at once sent to the trenches, while 


the others were kept on board. 
When 
General Miles was ordered to Porto 
Rico he selected the Yale as the vessel 
od which he would travel, and two regi­ 
ments of the Second brigade 
being 
on board it was telegraphed from 
Washington that the entire brigade 
nnder General Garrettson’s command 
would make the voyage. 
As no other 
information came the towns represented 
in the Eighth have been much disturbed, 
but no positive information could be ob­ 
tained. 
The war department could not 
tell, as it did not have a detailed report 
of the regiments in General Miles com­ 
mand. Not until that gentleman wired 
the authorities at Washington, yester­ 
day afternoon, was the force on board 


the Yale known. 
A press dispatch this morning says : 
The Eighth Ohio regiment, also be­ 
longing to General Garretson^ brigade, 
was landed in Cuba, and in accordance 
with the decision of the department not 
to send to Porto Rico any of the troops 
which took part in the operations con­ 
nected with the Santiago campaign, that 
organization was left behind.” 
According to the above and the re­ 
ports received several days ago the 
Eighth is probably as pleasantly situated 
as any part of the army at Santiago. It 
is known that all were well Thursday 
when several 
officers 
cabled their 
families that cheering news. 


Captain Kerr, One of the Wounded Pe- 
roes, Tells About the Fight. 
Captain John B. Kerr, the first of the 
wounded heroes of Santiago to reach St. 
Louis, is now staving at the home of 
his father-in-law, Gaius Paddock, 3635 
Washington 
boulevard, 
where 
Mrs. 
Kerr has been living since her husband 
went to the front. 
Captain Kerr’s 
wounded ann, through which a Spanish 
bullet fired from a Mauser rifle tore, is 
getting along as well as could be ex­ 
pected, but owing to the zigzag course 
taken by the bullet it w ill be some time 
before he can return* to his command. 
Captain Kerr was wounded in the 
battle before Santiago on July I, when 
so many brave men were killed and 
wounded. 
In speaking of the battle re­ 
cently he said: “ It was the hottest kind 
of an engagement, and our boys, who 
had been longing for a brush with the 
enemy, got it with a vengeance. 
The 
battle opened at daybreak with an at­ 
tempt by our forces to dislodge the 
Spanish outposts. 
I was in charge of a 
squadron of four troops of regular cav­ 
alrymen, dismounted on this occasion. 
In all I had about 400 men and with 
this force stormed the center of the ene­ 
m y’s line of intrenchments. We charged 
directly into the enemy’s trenches in 
the face of a terrible Are from the 
Mausers. The charge took us up a steep 
hill, but notwithstanding the fact that 
our men were falling at every step my 
brave troopers never faltered. We forced 
the Spanish outposts and skirmishers to 
retire to their trenches and after sev­ 
eral hours’ hard fighting dislodged them 
from there. 
Bullets rained thick and 
fast around me, but luckily I escaped 
until late in the afternoon, y;hen a force 
of Spaniards, while in retreat, turned 
and fired one final volley at us. It was 
one of these bullets that struck me. 
During the early part of the engage­ 
ment men were shot down within a few 
feet of me on both sides. 
I saw a num­ 
ber of brave officers killed, and my 
bugler, almost directly at my elbow, 
was slain. 
The Spanish losses were 
much heavier than ours, although ours 
was very severe.”—S t Louis Globe- 
Democrat

again congratulate you on the perform­ 
ance and the brilliant future before 
you.” 
Commodore Hichborn, w hile averse 
to being placed in the position of exert­ 
ing any influence in the matter, is ex­ 
ceedingly anxious that Hobson shall not 
be transferred to the line of the navy, 
but shall retain his position in the con­ 
struction corps, where his remarkable 
ability may be utilized to the best in­ 
terests of the service. 
The young con­ 
structor, before he joined Admiral Samp­ 
son’s fleet, had already demonstrated his 
conspicuous capacity in ship design, 
and, while the navy is rich in brave 
officers, with the increase in the number 
of ships and the strength of the navy it 
is believed that Constructor Hobson has 
a greater career before him as a con­ 
structor than as a commander.

A Private Tell* of a Mighty Straggle la 
a Blockhouse at Santiago. 
Among the wounded men at Fort 
McPherson, recently back from before 
Santiago, is Private Weichcrt of the 
Ninth regulars, who tens a thrilling 
story of a hand to band conflict. 
He 
says: 
“ There are three forts near Santiago 
which the Americans had to encounter. 
One was a blockhouse standing upon 
the summit of a hill guarding the path­ 
way leading up to it. 
In this stone 
structure, impenetrable by rifle bullets, 
82 Spaniards were stationed. 
In the 
walls of stone were holes just large 
enough to shoot through, and through 
these the Spanish soldiers tired bullets 
with great rapidity into the ranks of 
the Americans as they forced their way 
up the hill. Our boy# dropped like ten­ 
pins. 
A color sergeant scaled the wall 
and tore from its staff the Spanish flag. 
Simultaneously the Spaniards fired ac 
the sergeant, and he dropped to the 
ground below dead. Three of the Amer­ 
icans dropped into the fort from above, 
it being uncovered, and were riddled 
with bullets. 
Their bodies were m uti­ 
lated with bayonets. 
“ Just at this time 15 American pri­ 
vates appeared on the wall, I being 
among them. The sight of our outraged 
comrades was galling. W ithout a word 
of command each of the 15 men sprang 
into the pit, and a desperate fight fol 
lowed. It lasted some minutes, but the 
exact time w ill never be known. I was 
shot in the wrist, but killed the Span 
ard and brought away the pistol with 
which he shot m a 
Nearly all of the 
Americans were wounded, but not one 
killed. One of them says he killed four 
Spaniards alone. 
It was 32 against our 
15. 
One of our boys had a piece of his 
nose shot oft, aud turning on the Span­ 
iard who had maimed him ran him 
through with his bayonet, and pinning 
him to the wall hold him there for 
second and exclaimed, ‘There, now die 
you Spaniard, die.’ Upon the death o:‘ 
all the Spaniards the doors of the place 
were forced open, and the wounded men 
regained their regiment, which had just 
arrived.”— New York Sun.

Shot at Santiago. 
The Rev. Dwight Gailoupe, rector o: 
St. Paul’s Protestant Episcopal church 
Newark, N. J., and a chaplain in the 
army, is now in Fort McPherson hos 
pifcal. 
He was struck by a piece of an 
exploding shell at Santiago and was 
one of the injured sent to Tampa on the 
Cherokee and brought to Atlanta by 
train, To the New York World oorre 
spondent Chaplain Gallonpe said: 
“ I could not help taking part in the 
fight. 
I at first confined myself to the 
duties of my office, 
earing for the 
wounded as the battle progressed, but 
when our men began to reel under the 
concentrated Spanish fire I felt the 
American rise in me, and, tearing the 
red cross off my arm, I snatched np the 
gun and cartridge belt of one of our 
men and went to shooting just like the 
rest of them. 
“ The manner in which tho Spaniards 
fought was terrible and disgraced 
Red Cross flags were placed on all the 
principal buildings of Santiago in order 
to prevent firing on the city, and am 
buseaders lay in wait for Americans, 
protected by Red Cross flags. 
We ac 
vanced toward one blockhouse, from 
which a Red Cross flag was flying, nev 
er giving it any attention, and when we 
arrived near it a lire poured out from 
under the flag. 
A number of our men 
were killed in this volley. The surgeons 
with our men showed me explosive 
bullets, split bullets and brass project­ 
iles, the latter causing blood poison to 
those hit by them. The missiles are not 
recognized in civilized warfare, and as 
a consequence I took off my Red Cross 
flag— it was no protection to me any­ 
way— and buckled on a pistol It was a 
case of self preservation.

One was a blockhouse standing upon 
the summit of a hill guarding the path­ 
way leading up to it. 
In this stone 
structure, impenetrable by rifle bullets, 
82 Spaniards were stationed. In the 
walls of stone were holes just large 
enough to shoot through, and through 
these the Spanish soldiers fired bullets 
wTith great rapidity into the ranks of 
the Americans as they forced their way 
up the hill. Our boys dropped like ten­ 
pins. 
A color sergeant scaled the wall 
and tore from its staff the Spanish flag. 
Simultaneously the Spaniards fired at 
the sergeant, aud he dropped to the 
ground below dead. Three of the Amer­ 
icans dropped into the fort from above, 
it being uncovered, and were riddled 
with bullets. 
Their bodies were m uti­ 
lated with bayonets. 
“ Just at this time 15 American pri­ 
vates appeared on the wall, I being 
among them. The sight of our outraged 
comrades was galling. W ithout a word 
of command each of the 15 men sprang 
into the pit, and a desperate fight fol­ 
lowed. It lasted some minutes, but the 
exact time w ill never be known. I was 
shot in the wrist, but killed the Span- 
ard and brought away the pistol with 
which he shot m a 
Nearly all of the 
Americans were wounded, but not one 
killed. Cue of them says he killed four 
Spaniards alone. 
It was 32 against our 
15. 
One of our boys bael a piece of his 
nose shot off, and turning on the Span­ 
iard who had maimed him ran him 
through with his bayonet, and pinning 
him to the wall held him there for a 
second and exclaimed, ‘There, now die, 
you Spaniard, die.’ Upon the death of 
all the Spaniards the doors of the place 
were forced open, and the wounded men 
regained their regiment, which had just 
arrived.”—New Y'ork Sun.

How He Fired at the Enemy and Waa 
Shot at Santiago. 
The Rev. Dwight Galloupe, rector of 
St. Paul’s Protestant Episcopal church, 
Newark, N. J., and a chaplain in the 
army, is now in Fort McPherson hos­ 
pital. 
He was struck by a piece of an 
exploding shell at Santiago and was 
one of the injured sent to Tampa on the 
Cherokee and brought to Atlanta by 
train, To the New York World corre­ 
spondent Chaplain Galloupe said: 
“ I could not help taking part in the 
fight. 
I at first confined myself to the 
duties of my office, caring for the 
wounded as the battle progressed, but 
when our men began to reel under the 
concentrated Spanish fire I felt the 
American rise in me, and, tearing the 
red cross off my arm, I snatched up the 
gun and cartridge belt of one of our 
men and went to shooting just like the 
rest of them. 
“ The manner in which tho Spaniards 
fought was terrible and disgraceful. 
Red Cross flags were placed on all the 
principal buildings of Santiago in order 
to prevent firing on the city, and am- 
buscaders lay in w ait for Americans, 
protected by Red Cross flags. 
We ad­ 
vanced toward one blockhouse, from 
which a Red Cross flag was flying, nev­ 
er giving it any attention, and when we 
arrived near it a fire poured out from 
under the flag. 
A number of our men 
were killed in this volley. The surgeons 
with our men showed me explosive 
bullets, split bullets and brass project­ 
iles, the latter causing blood poison to 
those h it by them. The missiles are not 
recognized in civilized warfare, and as 
a consequence I took off my Red Cross 
flag—it was no protection to me any­ 
way—and buckled on a pistol. It was a 
case of self preservation. I was obliged 
to protect rnysell.''

Among the 274 wounded meu whom 
the Olivette brought back to New York 
I‘rom the battlefields of Cuba are some 
of the most extraordinary cases of in­ 
jury knowu in surgical history. 
When 
the war is over, it is probable that mili­ 
tary and naval methods of warfare will 
not be the only th lugs to have been rev­ 
olutionized. There are indications that 
most of the surgical axioms which re­ 
late to gunshot injuries will have to bf 
revised. 
Some of the men on the Olivette are 
almost shot to pieces. There are men 
who can show as many as eight ballet 
holes, and by all the traditions of sur­ 
gery they ought to be dead. Instead 
they are alive and not even particularly 
uncomfortable. Men who were shot 
through the kidneys, liver or lungs are 
able to walk around. Acting Assistant 
Surgeon H. L. Brown furnished a tech­ 
nical description of the surgical compli­ 
cations caused by the wounds. 
'The worst wound to be found upon 
the ship is borne by Norman Orme of 
Company E, First volunteer cavalry 
(the rough riders). Orme was fighting 
Indian fashion—lying upon his stomach 
and shooting when he saw a chance— 
when he was struck by a Manser bullet 
He was aiming his rifle at the time, 
and bis left arm was bent. The Spanish 
bullet struck Orme in the left arm, just 
above the elbow, and pierced it. Pass 
tug oat, it entered the upper arm, pro­ 
ducing a compound comminuted frac­ 
ture of the bone of the upper arm. The 
ballet passed out of the arm and entered 
Orme's body, just below the left arm 
pit Thence it ranged downward, pass 
ing through his lung. At the opposite 
side of the body the bullet was checked 
by a rib. It had force enough to smash 
this rib, but it could go no farther and 
remained in the man’s body. 
“ In this case six wounds were inflict­ 
ed by one ballet, and the extraordinary 
part of the thing is that Orme has t 
very good chance for recovery. The bul 
let, in passing through the arm, missed 
the important arteries and nerves by the 
thickness of a sheet of paper. It must 
have passed the man’s heart between 
beats—between diastole and systole, 
surgeons say—and so escaped injuring 
that organ. 
When Orme was brought 
to the field hospital, be was pretty far 
gone. Ordinary aseptic dressings were 
put on his wounds. The bullet readily 
could have been removed, but no at­ 
tempt was made to extract it, as the 
patient’s condition did not warrant the 
interference. When he is stronger, re 
section of the injured rib will be neces 
sary, and Ike bullet can be removed. 
“ The next curious case is that oil 
Captain Thomas T. Knox of the rough 
riders. Captain Knox was struck in the 
small of tbs back by a Manser bullet 
It hit bim to the right of the spine, per 
librating the big muscles of the back 
thence the ballet passed through the 
right kidney, liver and right lung, rang 
ing upward. After passing through these 
soft structures the ball, for some unac 
countable r-i.aon, turned sideways ant 
continued its path. 
Fortunately but 
very little tissue remained in front oil 
tt, and the bullet passed out of his body 
From the point of entrance to the place 
at which it cleared the lung the caliber 
of the path of the bullet was that of 
lead pencil- When it turned, however, 
it tore out a hole into which you could 
put your fist. The curious part of the 
case is this: Had that bullet turned be­ 
fore instead of after it passed through 
the organs it would have destroyed them ! 
and caused death. As it was, Captain 
Knox was soon out of danger and is now 
making an uneventful recovery. 
“ There follows the case of G. H. Dor- 
wood of Company E, Seventeenth in­ 
fantry. Dorwood was stooping down 
and looking for a Spaniard to shoot at. 
Toe Spaniard saw Dorwood first The 
bullet which he fired struck Dorwood 
on the collar bone and made a bole as 
big as an orange. After that it seems to 
have settled down, aud tne rest of its 
track was the normal size for a bullet 
hole. 
Dorwood was knocked head over 
heels by the shock and was picked ap 
apparently dead. 
When he was exam­ 
ined, it was found that he had a big 
hole at the top of his chest and a small 
hole between his shoulder blades. The 
bullet had passed clear through him. 
How that bullet managed to miss his 
windpipe, esophagus and the upper 
part of his lungs is a mystery. It did, 
however, and Dorwood is almost ready 
for duty again. 
“ Musician Frank Hellems of Com­ 
pany C, Twenty-fourth infantry, was a 
noncombatant, but he wanted to see 
what was going on. He crawled ap to 
the fighting line and lay down flat on 
bis face. There came along a bullet 
which entered just above his left shoal 
der and made a neat hole obliquely 
through the flesh of Ms back and came 
out just over his left hip. Musician 
Hellems jumped and yelled. 
In the 
jump he stopped another ballet, which 
entered his hack just beneath the left 
shoulder, crossed the track of the other 
bullet, passed through/ all the superfi- 


under the right shoulder, 
are slight, but peculiar. 
“ How do I explain the fact that these 
wounds have not caused death? I don’t 
explain it. 
I am only stating the facts 
as they come to me. Antisepsis has 
most of all to do with it, of course. The 
men have used their bandages carefully. 
We have had the best of equipment, if 
uot of facilities, and there has not been 
a case of an infected wound except in 
the case of those men who were struck 
by brass jacketed bullets. Out of all 
these wounded men on the Olivette we 
have not had to perform a single ampu­ 
tation.’’—New York Journal.

A PARADE OF CONFEDERATES. 


N e w Y o r k, July 23.—R. G. Dun S t 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, says in part: 
A state of war does uot disturb busi­ 
ness. 
But reaction after a phenomenal 
movement of grain causes relative loss, 
which many mistake for decrease in 
the volume of trade. So much grain 
las been required aud shipped during 
the past 12 months that a decrease was 
inevitable, and granger and Pacific 
roads show a loss in earnings, even 
compared with 1892, though not much 
yet com oared with last year. 
After the surrender at Santiago barely 
a week of rest has preceded the sailing 
of the Porto Rico force, bat meanwhile 
the president’s proclamation opening 
Santiago to trade on terms singularly 
favorable to inhabitants there, and the 
rush to build up business in Eastern 
Caba are occupying the thoughts of 
many enterprising firms. Reduction of 
one-half in the tax heretofore paid, 
with honest instead of Spanish admin­ 
istration, brings home to Caban resi­ 
dents the meaning of the change, and 
they al-f learn to use money of which a 
paper Qui lur is as good as gold, which 
for them is a long step forward. 
There is an increased demand for 
woolen goods, although in some lines 
slow and disappointing, bat the number 
of establishments at work increases, 
though the mills are not yet assured of 
satisfactory 
prices. 
Only 
5,233,200 
pounds of wool were sold last week. 
The iron manufacture seems to be at 
the verge of another revelation since 
Bessemer pig is held by curtailment of 
production in the Shenango and Ma 
noning valleys ac $10.2% at Pittsburg 
and yet some steel woras have made 
some enormous sales of billets, 100,000 
tons to the great wire association at 
prices unknown, 20,000 tons to various 
parties at Chicago at $15,75 and 20,000 
ions at Pittsburg at $14.75. The de­ 
mand for structural forms keeps all the 
works busy and includes for the week 
3,500 tons at Chicago in throe contracts 
and* 7,800 at Pittsburg in four others, 
while the plate mills are every wnere 
crowded, sheets and bars are both in 
better demand than heretofore and the 
prolonged weakness in cast pipe, which 
usually requires nearly TOO,OGO tons of 
pig in a year, may presently be cured. 
With abatement of foreign needs and 
prospects of excellent crops in many 
foreign countries, wheat has declined 
during the week 3 oents in price, not­ 
withstanding exports from Atlantic 
ports amounted to 1,937,092 bushels, 
floor included, against 1,510,997 last 
year, and from Pacific ports 577,755 
bushels, against 89,523 last year. Total 
exports for three weeks have been 
7,399,259 bushels, flour included, against 
5,194,488 last year. 
Corn still goes 
abroad in astonishing quantity, all the 
circumstances considered, exports hav 
ing been in three weeks 5,077,847 bush 
els, against 0,835,395 last year. The 
price has not changed in spite of the 
decline in wheat. 
Failures for the week have been 207 
in the United States, against 227 last 
year, and 17 in Canada, against 28 last 
year.

FREAKS OF BULLETS. 


SOLDIERS RECOVERING OF WOUNDS 
THAT SEEMED FATAL.*

Among tho ‘<174 wounded melt whom 
the Olivette brought back to Now York 
from the battlefields of Cuba are some 
of the most extraordinary cased of in ­ 
jury known in surgical history. 
When 
the war is over, it is probable that m ili­ 
tary and naval m ethods of warfare will 
not be the only things to have boon rev­ 
olutionized. There are indications that 
most of the surgical axioms which re­ 
late to gunshot injuries will have to bf 
revised. 
Some of the men on the Olivette are 
almost shot to pieces. There are men 
who can show as many as eight bullet 
holes, and by all the traditions of sur­ 
gery they ought to be dead. Instead 
they are alive and not even particularly 
uncomfortable. 
Men who w ert shot 
through the kidneys, liver or longs are 
able to walk around. 
Acting Assistant 
Surgeon H. L. Brown furnished a tech 
meal description of the surgical compli 
cations caused by the wounds. 
4'The worst wound to be found upon 
the ship is borne by Norman Orme of 
Company E, First volunteer cavalry 
(the rough riders). Orme was fighting 
Indian fashion—lying upon his stomach 
and shooting when be saw a chance— 
when he was struck by a Mauser bullet 
He was aiming his rifle at the time, 
and his left arm was bent. The Spanish 
bullet struck Orme in the left arm, just 
above the elbow, and pierced it. Pass­ 
ing out, it entered the upper arm, pro­ 
ducing a compound comminuted frac­ 
ture of the bone of the upper arm. The 
bullet passed out of the arm and entered 
Orme’s body, just below the left arm ­ 
pit. Thence it ranged downward, pass­ 
ing through his long. 
At the opposite 
side of the body the bullet was checked 
by a rib. It had force enough to smash 
this rib, but it could go no farther and 
remained in the m an’s body. 
"In this case six wounds were inflict­ 
ed by one bullet, and the extraordinary 
part of the thing is that Orme has a 
very good chance for recovery. The bul­ 
let, in passing through the arm, missed 
the important arteries and nerves by the 
thickness of a sheet of paper. It must 
have passed the m an’s heart between 
beata—-between diastole and systole, 
surgeons say—and so escaped injuring 
that organ. 
When Orme was brought 
to the field hospital, he was pretty far 
gone. Ordinary aseptic dressings were 
put on his wounds. 
The bullet readily 
could have been removed, but no at­ 
tempt was made to extract it, as the 
patient’s condition did not warrant the 
interference. When he is stronger, re­ 
section of the injured rib will be neces­ 
sary, and the bullet can be removed. 
"T he next curious case is that of 
Captain Thomas T. Knox of the rough 
riders. Captain Knox was struck in the 
small of th3 back by a Mauser bullet. 
It hit bim to the right of the spine, per- 
fOrating the big muscles of the back; 
thence the bullet passed through the 
right kidney, liver and right lung, rang­ 
ing upward. After passing through these 
soft structures tile ball, for some unac­ 
countable tci.aon, turned sideways and 
continued its path. 
Fortunately but 
very little tissue remained in front of 
it, and the bullet passed out of his body. 
From the point of entrance to the place 
at which it cleared the lung the caliber 
of the path of the bullet was that of a 
lead pencil* When it turned, however, 
ft tore out a hole into which you could 
put your fist. 
The curious part of the 
case is this: Had that bullet turned be­ 
fore instead of after it passed through 
the organs it would have destroyed them 
and caused death. 
As it was, Captain 
Knox was soon out of danger and is now 
making an uneventful recovery. 
‘‘There follows the case of G. H. Dor- 
wood of Company E, Seventeenth in­ 
fantry. 
Dor wood was stooping down 
and looking for a Spaniard to shoot at. 
The Spaniard saw Dorwood first The 
bullet which he fired struck Dorwood 
on the collar bone and made a bole as 
big as an orange. After that it seems to 
have settled down, aud toe rest of its 
track was the normal size for a bullet 
hole. 
Dorwood was knocked head over 
heels by the shock and was picked up 
apparently dead. 
When he was exam­ 
ined, it was found that he had a big 
hole at the top of his chest and a small 
hole between his shoulder blades. The 
bullet had passed clear through him. 
How that bullet managed to miss his 
windpipe, esophagus and the upper 
part of his lungs is a mystery. 
It did, 
however, and Dorwood is almost ready 
for duty again. 
‘‘Musician Frank Hellema of Com­ 
pany C, Twenty-fourth infantry, was a 
noncombatant, but he wanted to see 
what was going on. He crawled ap to 
the fighting line aud lay down flat on 
his face. 
There alm e along a bullet 
which entered just above his left shoul­ 
der and made a neat hole obliquely 
through (lie flesh of his back and came 
out just over his left hip. 
Musician 
Heliems jumped and yelled. 
In the 
jump he stopped another ballet, which 
entered bis back just beneath the left 
Shoulder, crossed the track of the other 
bullet, passed through/ all the superfi­ 
cial muscles et his bark and came out 


under the right shoulder. 
His wounds 
are slight, but peculiar. 
"How do I explain the fact that these 
wounds have not caused death? I don't 
explain it. 
I am only stating the facts 
as they come to me. 
Antisepsis has 
most of all to do with it, of course. The 
men have used their bandages carefully. 
We have had the best of equipment, if 
not of facilities, and there has not been 
a case of an infected wound except in 
the case of those men who were struck 
by brass jacketed bullets. 
Out of all 
these wounded men on the Olivette we 
have not had to j>erform a single ampu­ 
tation.’’—New York Journal.

Some Reaction, but the War Did 
Can** It, Say* Dun'* Trad* 
Review.

New York, July 23.—R. G. Dan A 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, says in part: 
A state of war does not disturb busi 
ness. 
But reaction after a phenomena 
movement of grain causes relative loss 
which many mistake for decrease in 
the volume of trade. So much grain 
has been required and shipped during 
the past 12 months that a decrease was 
inevitable, and 
granger and Pacific 
roads show a loss in earnings, even 
compared with 1892, though not much 
yet compared with last year. 
After the surrender at Santiago barely 
a week of rest has preceded the sailing 
of the Porto Rico force, but meanwhile 
the president’s proclamation opening 
Santiago to trade on terms singularly 
favorable to inhabitants there, and the 
rush to build up business in Eastern 
Cuba are occupying the thoughts of 
many enterprising firms. Reduction of 
one-half in the tax heretofore paid, 
with honest instead of spanish admin­ 
istration, brings home to Cuban rest 
dents the meaning of the change, and 
they al g learn to use money of which a 
paper uvular is as good as gold, which 
tor them is a long step forward. 
There is an increased demand for 
woolen goods, although in some lines 
slow and disappointing, but the number 
of establishments ac work increases, 
though the mills are not yet assured of 
satisfactory 
prices. 
Only 
5,233,200 
pounds of wool were sold last week. 
The iron manufacture seems to be at 
the verge o f another revolution since 
Bessemer pig is held by curtailment of 
production in the Chenango and Ma 
noning valleys at $10.2^ at Pittsburg 
and yet some steel works have made 
some enormous sales of billets, 100,000 
tons to the great wire association at 
prices unknown, 20,000 tons to various 
parties at Chicago at 115,75 and 20,000 
ions at Pittsburg at 814.75. 
The de 
maud for structural forms keeps all the 
works busy and includes for the week 
3,500 tons at Chicago in throe contracts 
and* 7,800 at Pittsburg in four others, 
while the plate mills are everywhere 
crowded, sheets and bars are both in 
better demand than heretofore and the 
prolonged weakness in cast pipe, which 
usually requires nearly TOO,OOO tons of 
pig in a year, may presently be cured. 
With abatement of foreign needs and 
prospects of excellent crops in many 
foreign countries, wheat has declined 
during the week 3 cents in price, not­ 
withstanding 
exports from Atlantic 
S 
orts amounted to 1,937,092 bushels, 
our included, against 1,516,907 last 
year, aud from Pacific ports 577,755 
bushels, against 89,523 last year. 
Total 
exports for three weeks have been 
7,399,259 bushels, flour included, against 
5,194,488 last year. 
Corn still goes 
abroad in astonishing quantity, all the 
circumstances considered, exports hav­ 
ing been in three weeks 5,077,847 bush­ 
els, against 0,635,395 last year.

W a s h in g t o n , July 2 3 .— A sigmiflcant 
statement was made to the Associated 
press yesterday by a gentleman in a 
position to speak with knowledge and 
authority as to the plans of the admin­ 
istration with reference to future war 
operations.

“Commodore Watson in proceeding 
to the’Spanish peninsula as soon as the 
Porto Rican expedition is gotten under 
way is not to bombard the cities on the 
Spanish coast. 
No such idea of bom­ 
bardment of the coast is entertained. 
While there may be other incidental 
purposes, the main mission of Watson 
is to take care of Admiral Camara’s 
fleet. The talk occasionally indulged 
in as to the Canary islands is utterly 
without foundation. 
This government 
has no plan to take those islands and 
does not want them. 
“ Despite popular expectation that 
Porto Kioo operations will be followed 
immediately by action against Havana, 
it can be said that Havana will not be 
attacked while yellow fever conditions 
exist. This is certain. 
“It would be the height of national 
folly to engage our troops in aud about 
that fever pesthole, Consequently it 
will be left until the climate lends its 
aid in the autumn. 
Shatter will hold 
his own in the eastern strip now sur­ 
rendered, may gradually push his way 
over some other districts and if there 
should be any particular need of im­ 
mediate aggressive action at any point 
will move against it. 
“ Meantime in the next two months 
there will be enough to keep this gov­ 
ernment busy. 
We will have to oope 
with the most serious problem yet, of 
providing for the government and tho 
future of the lands involved in this war. 
“Porto Rico, whose fall is likely to 
be recorded within a week or ten days, 
will have to have a military govern­ 
ment. Porto Rico, of course, is to be 
kept permanently by this government, 
but there must be a military govern­ 
ment first and many preliminary de­ 
tails will have to be worked out.

“Next winter, when congress • con­

is going on with his preparations for a 
contest with the Spanish forces of Hoi- 
gum and Manzanillo quite as though 
nothing hat! happened. 
Tomorrow General Garcia will issue 
a decree authorizing all Unbans who 
have been driven from their plantation* 
and country homes by the Spaniard* 
and who nave taken refuge for safety 
in the cities and towns to return to the 
country aud go to wt»rk on their farms 
and plantations, assuring them of pro 
taction by his forces. 
He had added 
like permission to those in his ranks 
who were recruited from the farm 
lands or were employed in the fields at 
the outbreak of the war. 
Altogether it must be confessed that 
General Garcia's attitude is inexplica­ 
ble. 
His permission to the men in his 
ranks to go back to work on the farms 
is construed to mean an effort to dis­ 
band his forces. 
But this may not be 
altogether justified. 
It is certain a 
great many of them will continue ta 
fight.

W riting under the date of Ju ly 17 
from Santiago, the New York H erald’s 
correspondent describes the capitulation 
of Santiago as follows: 
The Am erican flag at exactly noon to­ 
day was hoisted over Santiago, and 
Spanish authority in the eastern end of 
tile island of Cuba ceased. 
Floating 
the stars and stripes over this ancient 
Spanish port was the culm inating act 
in the ceremonies attendant us on the 
capitulation of the city. These ceremo­ 
nies occupied the greater part of the a ft­ 
ernoon. 
The day w hich was to crown 
w ith 
trium ph 
the Am erican 
arm s 
dawned perfectly. 
O ur soldiers rose 
w ith the sun and set about preparing 
their breakfast of hard tack, bacon and 
black coffee w ith more than usual alac­ 
rity. 
Every soldier was in fine spirits. 
Even the ailing managed to shake off 
their feverish lethargy and to assume a 
cheerful air. 
About General S hafter’s headquarters 
there was m uch activity from an early 
hour. 
A hundred yards away, at G en­ 
eral W heeler’s headquarters, orderlies 
were busy saddling horses preparing for 
the ceremonies. 
Bridles were being 
oiled, saddles made ready, and trappings 
were being made as sm art as possible. 
General 
Shafter 
appeared presently 
dressed neatly in a dark blue fatigue 
uniform w ith a w hite helmet. General 
W heeler wore a blue d rill coat w ith 
yellow facings. 
By 8 o ’clock Generals 
Lawton, Kent, Chaffee, Young, Sum ­ 
ner, Hawkins, Bates, Wood, Ludlow, 
Breckinridge and Garcia, attended by 
their staffs, arrived, all showing ex­ 
traordinary care in their dress. 
General Shafter and General W heel­ 
er shortly before 9 o ’clock mounted and 
rode toward the gap through which the 
road passes our lines 
The other gener­ 
als followed, and after them came the 
members of their staffs. 
Two mounted 
troops of the Second cavalry, command­ 
ed by Captain Brett, attended as an es­ 
cort. 
When this cavalcade emerged 
from the gap, where a good view of 
| .Santiago and the valley separating the 
American and Spanish lines could be 
obtained, a body of Spaniards was seen 
emerging from the city. This proved to 
be General Toral and his staff, escorted 
by IOO infantrym en. 
As the two commanders moved to­ 
ward each other, their horses advancing 
at a slow Walk, tile adjacent hills were 
thronged w ith officers and soldiers of 
the conquered and conquering armies. 
D uring the night the Spaniards had va­ 
cated their trenches, but groups were 
scattered all along the plateau which 
fronts our lines on that side. By G ener­ 
al S hafter’s order a line of sentries had 
been stationed at the enter lim its of our 
lines, w ith instructions to perm it none 
of oar soldiers to pass beyond. 
General Shafter and General Toral 
m et about half w ay between the lines. 
The Spanish general aud his staff, im ­ 
m aculately clad, approached General 
S hafter’s party slowly. As the two com­ 
m anders neared each other they rode 
slightly in advance of th eir attending 
officers, and when w ithin easy speaking 
distance drew rein sim ultaneously and 
raised their hats. 
Im m ediately every 
officer on both sides uncovered Ills head 
and rem ained so u n til Shafter ana Toral 
had replaced their hats. 
At the same 
moment General S hafter’s cavalry es­ 
cort deployed and presented sailers, to 
which the Spanish infantry responded 
by presenting arms. 
After exchanging salutations General 
Shafter took from Lieutenant Mi ley the 
swcrd aud spurs of General Vera del 
Rey, who died bravely defending El 
Caney on Ju ly I and presented them to 
(taueral Toral w ith his compliments. 
General Toral appeared to be m uch 
affected as he received these souvenirs 
of his dead comrade in arms. He w arm ­ 
ly thanked General Shafter aud handed 
the sword and spurs to Colonel F on­ 
tana, his chief of staff. 
General Shafter then announced th at 
be was ready to receive the surrender 
of the city under the term s of capitula­ 
tion already agreed upon aud signed. 
General Toral, speaking in Spanish, 
then said, “ I deliver up the city and 
province of Santiago de Cuba into the 
authority of the United S tates.” G en­ 
eral Toral then m ade a m otion as if to 
offer his sword, but this instantly was 
checked by General Shafter. 
General 
Toral and the members of his staff were 
then introduced to the principal A m eri­ 
can officers. 
W hile this function was 
under way the N inth regular infantry 
in full m arching order advanced from 
fur lines. 
The American infantry took a posi­ 
tion at the rear, having been selected as 
the regim ent to oocupy the city. 
They 
carried dog tents, haversacks and cook­ 
ing utensils. 
At the same tim e the 
Thirteenth infantry descended into the 


valley to receive the Spanisn garrison, 
which began to emerge from the city 
and which slowly marched along the 
broad road until w ithin 300 yards of 
our lines. 
A h the Spanish soldiers filed past 
General Toral they saluted him, and he 
gravely bowed acknowledgment w ith 
sorrowful face. To the front the officers 
w ent and stacked their arm s and then 
moved along into positions where the 
men could recline on the grass. 
Tile 
members of the garrison carried camp 
equipage and w ill not re-enter the city 
until ready to embark. 
This form ality being over, General 
Toral saluted General Shafter and tu rn ­ 
ed tow ard the city. 
General Shafter 
wheeled his horse, and the two com­ 
manders, conqueror and conquered, en­ 
tered Santiago side by side. The caval­ 
cade passed slowly through the streets 
until the plaza was reached. In front of 
the governor’s palace the two generals 
and the members of their staffs dis­ 
mounted. 
The graud reception hall in 
the governor’s palace had been prepared 
for the occasion. 
Iu a beautiful room, 
w ith high frescoed ceilings, General 
Toral form ally turned over the city to 
General Shafter. Governor Ross and all 
of the officials of the province and the 
m unicipality were form ally presented 
to General Shafter and iiis officers in 
the order of their rank. 
W hen the venerable archbishop of 
Santiago entered, there was a dram atic 
pause. The aged prelate, regally attired 
in his official robes of velvet, came 
through an arched entrance, followed 
by four priests robed in white. 
W hen 
he was presented to General Shafter, he 
bowed courteously and expressed g rati­ 
fication that, further bloodshed had been 
averted. 
The .archbishop added th at he 
•hoped for peace between the two nations 
on term s as honorable to Spain as was 
this capitulation. 
It now was noon, the hour let for 
raising the American flag over the gov­ 
ernor’s house. Up to this hour the tim e 
had passed pleasantly, the American 
and Spanish officers at the palace inter­ 
m ingling w ithout restraint. Everybody 
had been chatting pleasantly. 
General 
Toral moved about, introducing differ­ 
ent persons present and being apparent­ 
ly in the best of spirits. 
Captain M cKittrick, Lieutenant Mi- 
ley and Lieutenant W heeler had been 
selected to perform the ceremony of un­ 
furling the flag, and at five m inutes be­ 
fore noon they ascended to the cupola of 
the palace. 
As the cathedral bells rang 
out the hour of noon the stars and 
stripes shot to the top of the flag pole 
where for centuries had waved the ban­ 
ner of Spain. 
General Shafter, 
General W heeler 
and every American present uncovered, 
w hile the soldiers presented arm s aud 
the band played ‘‘The Star Spangled 
B anner.” W ith rare courtesy General 
Toral and his staff also uncovered aud 
rem ained in that attitude until the 
strains of the m usic ceased. After the 
flag was raised the American generals 
bade farewell to General Toral and his 


for the purpose and then placed in m e 
arsenal i® Santiago, to be later trans­ 
ported to Spain. 
After these formalities were finished 
the soldiers of both armies met at our 
trenches and exchanged courtesies w ith 
great good nature. 
Our men were riot 
perm itted to cross the trenches, hut the 
Spaniards apparently suffered no re­ 
straint and came by hundreds. 
Every 
Spanish soldier had one or two bottles 
of wine or liquor in his haversack, 
which he offered freely to his late en­ 
emy. It was a pleasant sight to wetness, 
that of men who so recently had fought 
each 
other desperately now' shaking 
hands w ith every indication of cordial­ 
ity. 
Jn return for the wine our men 
gave the Spaniards hard tack, which 
was greatly appreciated. The Spaniards 
seemed to care nothing for the loss of 
Cuba and 
are anxious to return to 
Spain', which many of them have not 
seen in years. 
The Spanish troops seem to be fairly 
well clad aud have no appearance of 
starvation. 
Late this afternoon-90, OOO 
pounds of rations were distributed by 
our commissary wagons among the 
Spanish soldiers, which increased the 
amicable feeling. 


MAUSER BULLETS’ EFFECT.

To a New York Sun 
reporter who talked with him he spoke 
of the Mauser bullet, a W'ouud from 
which he carried in his right leg. 
‘‘You have heard a great deal no 
doubt recently,” he said, “ about the 
Mauser bullet, its destructiveness at 
close range, its small caliber and long 
trajectory. There are some things about 
it. however, that I have discovered from 
personal experience. 
One of the first 
things I noticed about it was its pecu­ 
liar note as it flew through the air. One 
could hear them sing over the picket 
fires w ith a high, clear note th at was 
totally different from the ping of a 
leaden ball of larger caliber. 
“ The effect of a Mauser ball in strik­ 
ing a man is peculiar. 
During the ad­ 
vance of the Tenth on El Caney I 
frequent opportunities to observe the j 
effectiveness of the ball at Iong range. I 
Several of the troopers in my company 
were struck at a range of 2,000 yards 
and hurled to the ground as if felled by 
a club. 
I was nipped in the leg at a 
range of about 1,000 yards, but I knew 
nothing of it until I found m yself on 
the ground, spraw ling in the mud. 
A 
slight burning sensation in the calf led 
me to investigate and there I found a 
small hole not larger than a pea. 
The 
bullet had [Missed out the other side of 
the leg w ithout tearing the flesh. There 
was little hemorrhage and scarcely any ;

It was an inspir­ 
ing moment. Another battle eagle had 
perched upon the old flag. A gray haired 
line officer turned aside to brush aw'ay 
a tear, and a sudden indescribable feel- j 
iug of exultation made the soldiers tread 
on air as they marched. 
All the hard- i 
ships of the campaign W’ere repaid in 
the th rill of that moment. 
On the way through the suburbs the 
cavalcade dashed past a thousand refu­ 
gees returning from Caney. 
N otw ith­ 
standing their accum ulated miseries of 
the last fortuight they still had spirits 
enough to cheer General Shafter aud 
his officers. Shortly after I o’clock Gen­ 
eral Shafter reached his headquarters, 
somewhat fatigued by the exertion of 
the day, but exceedingly well satisfied. 
In fact the capitulation was conducted 
gracefully by both sides. 
The only in ­ 
cident which m arred the day was occa­ 
sioned by the conduct of Sylvester Sco- | 
vel, a correspondent. 
W hen the tim e came to raise the flag, 
Bcovel attem pted to make his way to 
the roof of the palace, w ith the inten­ 
tion of participating in some w ay in the 
ceremony. He was ordered down by the 
guard. Im m ediately after the ceremony 
Soovel pushed his way to General Shaf­ 
ter mid slapped the general’s face.

was prom ptly arrested and confined.

THE PICNIC. 


C aptain K err, On* o f th e W ounded F e - 
ro e., T e ll. A bout th e F ig h t. 
Captain John B. Kerr, the first of the 
wounded heroes of Santiago to reach St. 
Louis, is now staving at the home of 
his father-in-law, Gaius Paddock, 8085 
Washington 
boulevard, 
where 
Mrs. 
Kerr has been living since her husband 
went to the front. 
Captain Kerr’s 
wonnded arm, through which a Spanish 
bullet tired from a Mauser rifle tore, is 
getting along as well as could be ex­ 
pected, but owing to the zigzag course 
taken by the bullet it will be some time 
before be can return* to his command. 
Captain Kerr was wounded in the 
battle before Santiago on July I, when 
so many brave men were killed and 
wounded, 
in speaking of the battle re­ 
cently he said: “ It was the hottest kind 
of an engagement, and our boys, who 
had been longing for a brush with the 
enemy, got it with a vengeance. 
The 
battle opened at daybreak with an at­ 
tempt by our forces to dislodge the 
Spanish outposts. 
I was in charge of a 
squadron of four troops of regular cav­ 
alrymen, dismounted on this occasion. 
In all I had about 400 men and with 
this force stormed the center of the ene­ 
m y’s line of intrenchments. We charged 
directly into the enemy’s trenches in 
the face of a terrible fire from the 
Mausers. The charge took us up a steep 
hill, but notwithstanding the fact that 
our men were falling at every step my 
brave troopers never faltered. We forced 
the {Spanish outposts and skirmishers to 
retire to their trenches and after sev­ 
eral hours’ hard fighting dislodged them 
from there. 
Bullets rained thick and 
fast around me, but luckily I escaped 
until late in the afternoon, v^hen a force 
of Spaniards, while in retreat, turned 
and fired one final volley at us. It was 
one of these bullets that struck me. 
During the early part of tbe engage­ 
ment men were shot down within a few 
feet of me on both sides. 
I saw a num­ 
ber of brave officers killed, and my 
bugler, almost directly at my elbow, 
was slain. 
The Spanish losses were 
much heavier than ours, although ours 
was very severe.’’—St. Louis Globe- 
DemocraL

you. ” 
Commodore Hichborn, while averse 
to being placed in the position of exert­ 
ing any influence in the matter, is ex­ 
ceedingly anxious that Hobson shall not 
be transferred to the line of the navy, 
but shall retain his position in the con­ 
struction corps, where his remarkable 
ability may be utilized to the best in­ 
terests of the service. 
The young con­ 
structor, before he joined Admiral Samp­ 
son’s fleet, had already demonstrated his 
conspicuous capacity in ship design, 
and, while the navy is rich in brave 
officers, with the increase in the number 
of ships and the strength of the navy it 
is believed that Constructor Hobson has 
a greater career before him as a con­ 
structor than as a commander. His op­ 
portunities for impressing his individu­ 
ality upon the navy are thought to be 
much greater in the staff than in the 
line, and as he has up to this time 
given no intimation that he desires a 
transfer it is not believed that he will 
consent to abandoning his profession.—

Many blessings of life are not appre­ 
ciated until they are lost. 
Then we 
realize how' much they meant to us. 
This seems to be particularly trr.e of a 
happy home. 
The prodigal son did not 
realize the joys and comforts of his fa­ 
ther’s house of peace arid plenty until 
in a strange land he was compelled to 
do undesirable work for a strange man. 
From this seventy-ninth chapter of Job 
we learn that the patriarch Job did not 
fully realize the blessings of home until 
they were lost. Then, in the midst of 
his afflictions and adversities, he be­ 
moaned his lost estate. 
“ O h,” he say*, “ th a t I were a* in the month* 
of old, 
As in the days when God watched over me, 
When His lamp shined upon my head. 
And by His light I walked through darkness; 
As I was in the ripeness of my days, 
When the secret of God w b b upon my tent. 
When the Alm ighty was yet w ith me, 
And my children w ere about m e; 
When my steps w ere washed w ith butter, 
And the rock poured me out rivers of o il!” 
What a keen sense of the appreciation 
of blessings lost is expressed in these 
words I Nothing is more desirable in this 
world than a happy home. Let there be 
pleasantness, peace, harmony and hap­ 
piness in the home and the heaviest 
outside burdens may be borne and trials 
endured, but all manner of worldly and 
business prosperity will not compensate 
for a disagreeable, 
unpleasant home 
when strife and contention form the 
principal part of the daily bilFof fare. 
The reference in Deuteronomy em­ 
phasizes the importance of the word of 
God in the home and suggests some 
necessary characteristics of a happy 
home. 
1. A happy home must have God in 
it. Moses commands that the words of 
the law must be kept in the hearts of 
the people. It was God’s word, and if 
we have God’s word in our hearts we 
w ill have God in our homes. Nothing is 
sadder in this life than a godless home 
—a home in which God is not loved, 
honored and obeyed. 
2. In a happy home God’s word must 
be taught to the children. “ And thou 
shalt teach them diligently to thy chil­ 
dren. ” “ Thou shalt sharpen them unto 
thy children” is nearer the exact mean­ 
ing of the Hebrew; ‘1 thou shalt sharpen 
them”—teach them so they will stick in 
them. God’s word is to be taught in such 
a way that it shall not be forgotten. And 
how do this better than by committing 
it to memory? It is a deplorable fact 
that children do not commit the word 
as they used to or should do. Let it be 
drilled into the childish mind and it is 
never forgotten, and such a child should 
do its part to make the home happy, 
aud God’s word learmnl in childhood 
often keeps children from doing that 
which will make a home sad. 
8. In a happy home God’s word 
should be talked about “ Thou shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in thy 
house.” Oh, if there was only more 
conversation in our homes about God 
aud God’s won! I It would make many 
a desert home to blossom as the rose. 
We should not only talk more of God, 
but more<o God in them. All our homes 
would be happier if in them we talked 
more of God aud more to God. 
4. In a happy home God’s word 
should be obeyed. It should be bound 
upon our hands to direct them and be­ 
tween our eyes to direct our minds or 
wills. God’s word should thus direct 
our thoughts, words and actions, aud if 
it does our homes must be happy.

HAND TO HAND FIGHT. 


A P riv a te T ell* o f rn M igh ty S tru g*!* In 
a B lock h ou se a t S antiago. 
Among the wounded men at Fort 
McPherson, recently back from before 
Santiago, is Private Weichert of the 
Ninth regulars, who tells a thrilling 
story of a hand to hand conflict. 
He 
says: 
“ There are three forts near Santiago 
which the Americans had to encounter. 
One was a blockhouse standing upon 
the summit of a hill guarding tbe path­ 
way leading up to it. 
In til is stone 
structure, impenetrable by rifle bullets, 
82 Spaniards were stationed. In the 
walls of stone were holes just large 
enough to shoot through, and through 
these the Spanish soldiers fired bullets 
with great rapidity into the ranks of 
the Americans as they forced their way 
up the hill. Our boys dropped like ten­ 
pins. 
A color sergeant scaled tho wall 
and tore from its staff the Spanish flag. 
Simultaneously the Spaniards fired at 
the sergeant, and he dropped to the 
ground below dead. Three of the Amer­ 
icans dropped into the fort from above, 
it being uncovered, and were riddled 
with bullets. 
Their bodies were muti­ 
lated with bayonets. 
“ Just at this time 15 American pri­ 
vates appeared on the wall, I being 
among them. The sight of our outraged 
comrades was galling. Without a word 
of command each of the 15 men sprang 
into the pit, and a desperate fight fol­ 
lowed. It lasted some minutes, but the 
exact time will never be known. I was 
shot in the wrist, but killed the Span- 
ard and brought away the pistol with 
which he shot ma 
Nearly all of the 
Americans were wounded, but not one 
killed. One of them says he killed four 
Spaniards alone. 
It was 32 against our 
16. 
One of our boys had a piece of his 
nose shot oft. and turning on the Span­ 
iard who had maimed him ran him 
through with his bayonet, and pinning 
him to the wall held him there for a 
second and exclaimed, ‘There, now die, 
you Spaniard, die.’ Upon the death of 
a1] the Spaniards the doors of the place 
were forced open, and the wounded men 
regained their regiment, which had just 
arrived.”—New York Sun.

H ow H e F ired et th e E n em y en d W tu t 
Shot Ht S antiago. 
The Rev. Dwight Galloupe, rector of 
St. Paul’s Protestant Episcopal church, 
Newark, N. J., aud a chaplain in the 
army, is now in Fort McPherson bos 
pi tai. 
He was struck by a piece of an 
exploding shell at Santiago aud was 
one of the injured sent to Tampa on tile 
Cherokee and brought to Atlanta by 
train, To the New York World corre­ 
spondent Chaplain Galloupe said: 
“ I could not help taking part in the 
fight. 
I at first confined myself to the 
duties of my office, caring for the 
wounded as the battle progressed, but 
when our men began to reel under the 
concentrated Spanish fire I felt the 
American rise in me, and, tearing the 
red cross off my arm, I snatched up the 
gun aud cartridge belt of one of our 
men and went to shooting just like the 
rest of them. 
“ The manner in which the Spaniards 
fought was terrible and disgraceful. 
Heil Cross flags were placed on all the 
principal buildings of Santiago in order 
to prevent firing on the city, aud am- 
bu Headers lay in wait for Americans, 
protected by Red Cross flags. 
We ad­ 
vanced toward one blockhouse, from 
which u R«h1 Cross flag was flying, nev­ 
er giving it any attention, uud when we 
arrived near it a fire poured out from 
under the flag. 
A number of our men 
were killed in this volley. The surgeons 
with our men showed me explosive 
bullets, split bullets uud brass project­ 
iles, the latter causing blood poison to 
those hit by them. The missiles are not 
recognized in civilized warfare, and as 
a consequence I took off my Red Cross 
flag—it was no protection to me any­ 
way—aud buckled on a pistol. It was a 
case of self preservation. I was obliged 
to protect inyselt."

FREAKS OF BULLETS. 


SO LD IER S RECOVERING OF W O U N D S 


T H A T SEEM ED FATAL.*

Among the 471 wounded mali whom 
the Olivette brought back to New York 
from the battlefields of Caba are some 
of the most extraordinary cases of in- 
jnry known in surgical history. 
When 
the war is over, it is probable that m ili­ 
tary and naval methods of warfare will 
not be the only things to have been rev­ 
olutionized. 
There are indications that 
most of tho surgical axioms which re­ 
late to gunshot injuries w ill have to bf 
revised. 
Some of the men on the Olivette are 
almost shot to pieces. 
There are men 
who can show as many as eight bullet 
holes, and by all the traditions of sur­ 
gery they ought to be dead. Instead 
they are alive and not even particularly 
uncomfortable. 
Men who were shot 
through the kidneys, liver or longs are 
able to walk around. 
Acting Assistant 
Surgeon H. L. Brown furnished a tech­ 
nical description of the surgical compli­ 
cations caused by the wounds. 
“ The worst wound to be found upon 
the ship is borne by Norman Orme of 
Company E, First volunteer cavalry 
(the rough riders). Orme was fighting 
Indian fashion—lying upon his stomach 
and shooting when he saw a chanco— 
when he was struck by a Mauser bullet 
He was aiming his rifle at the time, 
and his left arm was bent. The Spanish 
bullet struck Orme in the left arm, just 
above the elbow, and pierced it. 
Pass-1 
ing out, it entered the npper arm, pro­ 
ducing a compound comminuted frac­ 
ture of the bone of the npper arm. The 
bullet passed out of the arm and entered 
Ornie’s body, just below the left arm ­ 
pit. Thence it ranged downward, pass­ 
ing through his lung. 
At the opposite 
side of the body the bullet was checked 
by a rib. 
It had force enough to smash 
this rib, but it could go no farther and 
remained in the m an’s body. 
“ In this case six wounds were inflict­ 
ed by one bullet, and the extraordinary 
part of the thiug is that Orme has a 
very good chance for recovery. The bul­ 
let, in passing through the arm, missed 
the important arteries and nerves by the 
thickness of a sheet of paper. 
It must 
have passed the man’s heart, between 
beats—between diastole and systole, 
surgeons say—and so escaped injuring 
that organ. 
When Orme was brought 
to the field hospital, he was pretty fur 
gone. Ordinary aseptic dressings were 
put on his wounds. The bullet readily 
could have been removed, but no a t­ 
tempt was made to extract it, as the 
patient’s condition did not warrant the 
interference. When he is stronger, re­ 
section of the injured rib will be neces­ 
sary, and the bullet can be removed. 
“ The next curious case is that of 
Captain Thomas T. Knox of the rough 
riders. Captain Knox was struck in the 
small of th) back by a Mauser bullet. 
It hit hun to the right of the spine, per­ 
forating the big muscles of the back; 
thence the bullet passed through the 
right kidney, liver aud right lung, rang­ 
ing upward. After passing through these 
soft structures the hull, for some unac­ 
countable r -i.aon, turned sideways aud 
continued its path. 
Fortunately but 
very little fissile remained in front of 
it, and tho bullet passed out of his body. 
From tho point of entrance to the place 
at which it cleared the lung the caliber 
of the path of the bullet was that of a 
load pencil. When it turned, however, 
it tore out u hole into which you could 
put your fist. 
The curious part of the i 
case is this: Had that bullet turned be­ 
fore instead of after it passed through 
the organs if would have destroyed them 
and caused death. 
As it was, Captain 
Knox was soon out of danger and is now 
making an uneventful recovery. 
“ Theft follows the case of G. H. Dor- 
wood of Company E, Seventeenth in­ 
fantry. 
Barwood was stooping down 
and looking for a Spaniard to shoot at. J 
Tee Spaniard saw Derwood first 
The 
bullet which he fired struck Derwood 
on the collar bone aud made a bole as 
big us an orange. Atter that it seems to 
have settled down, aud toe rest of its 
track was the uorniai size for a bullet' 
hole. 
Derwood was knocked head over 
heels by the shock aud was picked up * 
apparently dead. 
Wtieu he was exam- * 
ined, it was found that he had a big 
hole at the top of bis chest and a small 
hole between his shoulder blades. 
The t 
bullet had passed clear through him. ( 
How that bullet managed to miss his 
windpipe, esophagus aud the upper 
port of his lungs is a mystery. 
It did, , 
however, aud Derwood is almost ready 
for duty again. 
“ Musician Frank Heilema of Com- J 
puny C, Twenty-fourth infantry, was a 
noncombatant, but he wanted to see 
what was going on. He crawled up to 
the fighting line aud lay down fiat on 
his face- 
There came along a bullet 
which enteral just above his loft shoul­ 
der arid made a ueut hole obliquely 
through the flesh of his back aud came 
out just over his left hip. 
Musician 
Holiems jumped and yelled. 
In the 
jump he stopped another bullet, which 
entered bis back just beneath th** left 
shoulder, crossed the track of the other 
bullet, passed through/all the superfi­ 
cial muscles >t im buck aud came out 


under the right shoulder. 
His wounds 
are alight, bnf peculiar. 
“ How do I explain the fact that these 
wounds have not caused death': I don’t 
explain it. 
I ani only stating the facts 
as they come to me. 
Antisepsis has 
most of all to do with it, of course. The 
men have used their bandages carefully. 
We have had the best of equipment, if 
not of facilities, aud there has not been 
i a case of an infected wound except in 
the case of those men who were struck 
by brass jacketed bullets. 
Out of all 
these wounded men on the Olivette we 
have not bad to perform a single ampu­ 
tation.’’—New York Journal.

N e w Y o r k , July 23.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, says in part: 
A state of war does not disturb busi 
ness. 
But reaction after a phenomenal 
movement of grain causes relative loss, 
which many mistake for decrease in 
the volume of trade. 
So muoh grain 
has been required aud shipped during 
the {last 12 months that a decrease was 
inevitable, and 
granger aud Pacific 
roads show a loss in earnings, even 
compared with 1892, though not much 
yet compared with last year. 
After the surrender at Santiago barely 
a week of rest has preceded the sailing 
of the Porto Rico force, but meanwhile 
the president’s proclamation opening 
Santiago to trade on terms singularly 
favorable to inhabitants there, and the 
rush to build up busi ness in Eastern 
Cuba are occupying the thoughts of 
many enterprising farms. 
Reduction of 
one-half in the tax heretofore paid, 
with honest instead of spanish admin­ 
istration, brings home to Caban resi­ 
dents the meaning of the change, aud 
they a l f learn to use money of which a 
paper uvular is as good as gold, which 
tor them is a long step forward. 
There is an increased demand for 
woolen goods, although in some lines 
slow aud disappointing, but the number 
of establishments at work increases, 
though th** mills are not yet assured of 
satisfactory 
prices. 
Only 
5,233,200 
pounds of wool were sold last week. 
The iron manufacture seems to be at 
the verge of another revolution since 
Bessemer pig is held by curtailm ent of 
production in the Shenango and Ma- 
nouing valleys at $10.2% at Pittsburg 
and yet some steel worse have made 
some enormous sales of billets, 100,000 
tons to the great wire association at 
prices unknown, 20,000 tons to various 
parties at Chicago at $15,75 aud 20,000 
tons at Pittsburg at $14.75. 
The de­ 
mand for structural forms keeps all the 
works busy and includes for the week 
3,500 tous ut Chicago in throe contracts 
and" 7,800 at Pittsburg in four others, 
while the plate mills are everywhere 
crowded, sheets aud bars are both in 
better demand than heretofore and the 
prolonged weakness in cast pipe, which 
usually requires nearly 7OO,OOO tons of 
pig in a year, may presently be cured. 
vVith abatement of foreign needs aud 
prospects of excellent crops in many 
toreigu countries, wheat has declined 
during the week 3 cents in price, not­ 
withstanding 
exports from 
Atlantic 
ports amounted to 1,937,092 bushels, 
flour included, against 1,518,99/ last 
year, aud from Pacific ports 577,755 
bushels, against 89,523 last year. 
Total 
exports for three weeks have been 
7,399,259 bushels, flour included, against 
5,194,488 last year. 
Corn still goes 
abroad in astonishing quantity, all the 
circumstances considered, exports hav­ 
ing been in three weeks 5,077,84/ bush­ 
els, against 0,83o,395 lost year. 
The 
prioe has not changed m spite of the 
decline in wheat. 
Failures for the week have been 207 
in the United acates, against 227 last 
year, aud 17 in Uauada, against 28 last 
year.
